I do not know the numes of the guilty Japwness nor w I likvly to recognize 
ther if confronted, -xcupt ony, who cui bicx more ths onee to futch some- 
one of our group. dien the three of us were left, 1 dxprineses apporred, 
apparently the lender, whorerfter we were triken to 7 rcilimr bridge in the 
vicinity of .winiwil where 2 Japonesy Ofijcers were pressnt; 1 lst Lt. and 
presumably an interprcter.
